‘That,
however, is the naturs of the triumph
which the Nebraska democracy cele-
brajed last night in the streets ol
Omahn. Owutside of the state real demo-
eralic victories have been won, though o
fuir statoment of loecal causes would
Inrgely modify them.

However, the vepublicans of this great
stnto enn afford to enjoy the spectacle of
a democentio jubileo in Nebraska, It
possesses a unique interest as o politi-
el curiosity, It is not probuable that
the youngest voter will ever see its like
ngrain.

ARMY REFORMS,

A great deal of wvaluable legislation
relating to the army has been enacted
by the present congress and several im-
portant measures are pending. Con-
gress will obtain suggestions for still
further legislation from the annual re-
port of the commander of the army,
Genoral Schofield, who proposes veforms
which will be found well worthy of at-
tention.

Goneral Schofield makes a strong ap-
peal for an incrense in the strength of
the armiy, not only In humbers, but in
the character of the recruits. He would
encourage the enlistment in the army of
young Americans, and undoubtedly if
this could be done the effect would be to
improve the fores, but the difficulty is
that the youvge men of this country,
while not lacking the military spirit,
and us everybody knows making the very
best of soldiers, are very generally in-
disposed to subjecting thoemselves to the
restraints and discipline of army life. A
mensure which passed congress atthe
last session very materially modified the
old regulations nnd offers bettor induce-
ments than ever before for enlistment.
It will dpubtless have the effect of se-
curing a betler class of veeruits, but it
is probuble that the army will eontinue
to he kept up chiefly by the enlistment
of aliens,

As to the expediency of inereasing the
numerical strength of the army General
Selhotield  offers cogent argument, bub
the popular sentiment is not io favor of
a larger standing army, and the com-
manding general may expect his recom-
meondation in this particular to receive
vary liftle consideration. The present
congress will cortudnly not authorize
any increase of the army, and the next
congress will be so constituted that it
will be more likely to reduce the mili-
tary establishment than to enlarge it.
What has already been done in the way
of reform will undoubtedly improve the
army, and congress at the coming ses-
sion may find it desirable to institute
some further reforms suggested by Gen-
eral Scholiald,

ENGLISH PULICY WILL NOT CHADGE,
A short time ago Mr. Gladstone in a
public nddress doprecated the sugges-
tion that England should adopt a poliev
of commereinl retalintion toward the
United States, declaring that such a
course would be suieldal. Leord Salis-
bury, in his speoch at the innuguration
banguet of the lord mayor of London,
said that while the new tariff law of this
country would certuinly affect some pors
tions of British commeree, England had
no retalintory scheme, as she had ro
duced her own tarlfl to the lowest point.
Thus the leaders of the two great par-
tiesin England concur in suying thatthe
commercial policy of that country will
not undergo any change by resson of the
taril logislation of the United States,
and this of course is conclusive,
Amerienns familine with the estab-
lished policy of England have never had
tho slightest apprehension that the pro-
posul of her merchants and manuface
tuvers of n policy of retalintion would
recoive any countensnce from hor lead-
ing statesmen. It is entirely obvious
that such o scheme would be  impracti-
eable, and that a serious effort to enforce
it would, as was sald by Mr. Gladstone,
be suicidal. The cotton, breadstuffs and
provisions which England imports (rom
the United States she must have. Shae
could not dispense with them without
very great hardship to her people;
while imposing a duty on them
would lessen the advantage her
manufactarers now enjoy in the markets
of the world, because thp inevitable in.
erense in wages would add te the cost of
production. To embark upon a reacs
tionary course of this kind would invite
dizastor Lo many English interests whose
prospevity is dependent upon maintaine
ing the present policy, It would bring
about n commercinl revolution of the
most I-renching eharaeter, that might
very ensily eventuate in & political revo-
lution which would overturn existing
fustitutions. The security of England,
both commercinlly and politieally, s in
holding fast lo the policy she has main-
tained for more than half o century.
Undoubtedly the distinguished Ene
glish statesmen who agree in belicving
that the new American taeiff will unfu-
vorably affect some portions of the Brit-
ish commerce are right, but this moy
prove to be less serious t han is now ap
prehended. The faet is that Liritish
trade with this country has steadily
grown, notwithstanding tari? legisia-
tlon, and it may stifl do so 1f this mar
ket continues to grow, which of course
it will. Butin any event Kngland can-
not attempt commercial retaliation, and

thore is now most ample assurance that
she will nok

THE BOARD OF TRANSPORTATION,

The result of the election onthe state |
ticket below the govarnorshipis known [

at [nst, wnd all the republican eandidatos
are chosen. The most important fea-
ture of this result is the fuet that the
stale board of transportation remains
wholly in republiean hands,

The old board consisted of Cowdery,
Benton, Leese, Hill and Steen, The noew
bonrd will consist of Allen, Benton,
Hastings, Hill and Humphrey. A groat
responsibility will rest upon the new
mombers of the board. It isin their
power, mors thon that of any other set
of men, to deteymine the future of the
vepublican party in Nebraskn if the
legislature should fall to abolish the
board nnd to annul its control of railrond
rates. The subserviency of the old
board to the railrond influence, and its
persistent  refusal to reduco the eharges
wns tho most potent causo of the revolt
in the ranks of the republican party. 1t
is for the now members of the board to
suy whether this folly shall eontinue
until the policy of suicide is complete.

Two members of the old board—Attor-
noy Goneral Leess and Tronsurer Hill—
voled for the people and agninst the rail-
ronds on every occasion, Mr. Hill's vote
can be counted for the people sgain, but
twomare will be needed.

ANOTHER SILVER CONTEST PROMISED.

It is said to be the prevailing opinion
among politicians in Washington that
the next congress will pass a law author-
izing free and unlimited silver coinage.
The democratic and alliance representa-
tives-clect are almost to a man in favor
of free coinage, and it is stated on what
appears to be excellent authority that
the silver lobby at Washingtonare thor-
ourhly confident that their free coinage
bill will become n law, either with or
without the president’s sanetion. They
are reported tobe already engaged in
the preparation of a measuve for intro-
duction at the coming session, and if it
shall fail of becoming a law at that time,
as undoubtedly it will, they will renew
the contest for it in the next congress,
where they feel confident they will suc-
coad.

The contemplated measure will pro-
vide for uhe coinnge of every ounce®of
silver presented at the mints of the
Juited States and the payments there-
for either in standard dollirs or the
present legul tender nofes. According
to the Boston Aderptiser, the amount to
be paid for all silver presented will be
at the rate of one dollar and twenty-nine
cents an ounce, and no matter what the
source of the silver, whether produced
in the United States or imported from
any country anxious to get rid of its sil-
ver coin, the national treasury is to

become the buyer of it all, It
is  proposed to _put no ob-
stacle in the way of all the

world dumping its silver upon us, and
receiving therefor not the market value,
but iws value ab parity with gold, 1If
such a measure as this bocame law it
would in effect be an offer. to thé world
to exchange our gold for its silver on
even terms, and of course the result
would speedily be to place this country
on a gilver bnsis, .

There is no probability that & measure
of thiy kind c¢an be passed in the present
congress, and if one should be it would
certainly be killed by the executive
veto. Bul there will be a different situn-
tton in the next congress. There will be
{ nough free coinage men in the house to
puss such a hill over the president’s
voto, and it is possible there will also be
enough in the senate. Itis diffienlt to
believe that an American congress
could be induced to adopt legisintion
that would give to all the world a bonus
of twonty per cent for ite unused silver
coin, but that such a danger conlronts
thio country appears to be unquestiona~
ble. Itis one of the most serious men-
aces connected with the demoeratic suc-
cess at the lute elections,
